pe 7 which haue not taken ſuch effect as Wee expected. And hauing ta⸗ 
8 Bl ken into Dur Þzincely conſideratton, that by reaſon of the late 
7 2 N 3 vnſeaſonable weather, the hopekulneſle of the next enſuing Har- 
ueſt is very much indangered, by which, and by the foꝛmer Ex- 
poztations, the Stozes of Coꝛne foz the Pꝛouiſion of this Kingdome will be much ſhoztened, 
and the pꝛites in all pꝛobabilitie may be much enhaunted. 

And koꝛalmuch as Wee are enfozmed that the ſcarcitie of Cozne and Geaine in the Neigh- 
bouring Kingdomes and parts fromwhence Dur Dominions in times of Dearth oz Scar- 
titie haue fozmerly beene furniſhed and ſtozed, isſuch, as little hope of Reliefe is to be expec⸗ 
ted oꝛ looked foꝛ from them: we therefoze deſiring as much as in Us lyeth, by Our timely 
pꝛouidence, to take ſpeedy care foꝛ the pꝛeuention of the many intonuenientes, which other- 
wile may happen and enſue, haue thought fit by and with theaduiceof the Loꝛds and oz 
thers of Dur Pztuy Councell to declare and publiſh Our Royall will, Plealure and Com⸗ 
mand therein. 

And Wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge, pzohibiteandcommand, That no perſon oz perſong 
whatloener ſhall,oz doe from hencefozth attempt, pꝛelume, oꝛ goe about to tranſpoꝛt, expozt, 
oꝛ ſend away any Cozne oꝛ Gꝛaine whatſoeuer out of this Dur Realme of England, oz Do- 
minton of Wales, oꝛ from any the Pozts, Hauens oꝛ Creekes of the ſame, into any the parts 
' beyond the Seas, vntill Pur Royallpleaſure be further detlared to the contrary, although 


he pꝛites of ſuch Tone oꝛ Gꝛaine, ſhallfall out to beebnder the Rate limited by the Statiite 
oz tranſpoztation of Coꝛne and Gꝛatne in that behalfe, any fozmer Licence, oꝛ other com- 
mand whatloeuer to the tontrary in any wile notwithſtanding, vpon paine of fozfeiture of 
all ſuch Coꝛne and Gꝛaint ſo to be Shipped, to bee expozted oꝛ tranſpoꝛted, contrary to Our 
Vopall Commandement herem expꝛeſſed; and allo vpon luch further Pames, Penalties, Pu- 
niſhments and Impꝛilonments, as by anpthe Lawes and Statutes of this Our Reatme,

And foꝛthe better Execution of Dur will and pleaſure herein, Wee doe hereby ſtraitly 
Charge, will, require and Command, All and ſinguler Dur Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, 
Collectoꝛs, Searchers, wayters, and all other the Officers and Miniſters, of all and euery 
Dur Cuſtome - houles and Poꝛts ot this Dur Kingdome, that they andenery of them doe not 
vpon payne of Our high Indignation and dilplealure, and loſſe of their Plates and offices, 
permit oꝛ ſuffer any Coꝛne oz Gꝛaine to be Shipped, to be Expoꝛted, oꝛ Tranſpozted, as afoze- 

: aid, but ſhall and will koꝛth with letze the lame as Fozfeited to Us. 

And whereas Abraham oz Arthur Rutter Hath by Counterfetting of diners Litentes, as wee 
are info2med; beene the caule of the vndue Tranſpozting of much Cozne ; wee doe hereby 
ſtrictly Charge and Command, all and ſinguler'Our Officers and Sublects whatloeuer, to 
ple all care x diligence foꝛ the finding of the laid Rutter, and being found to appꝛehend him and 

carry him befoze the next Puſticeof the Peace, whom wee doe hereby will e require to com- 

mit him to the Gaole ot that County Where he chall be appzehended, and thereof ſpeedily to 
tertilie Us oꝛ Our Pꝛiup Councell, To the end he may be pꝛoteeded againſt accozding to his 
demerits. And wee doe further hereby Will and Command, All Yayozs, Sheriffes, Ju- 
;Niices of Peate, and other Officers and Miniſters within this Our Realme ol England, fo 
take notite ok this Our Royall Command, and to lee the lame duely oblerued, as well in the 
- appzthending of the ſaid Rutter, as in the execution of all other the Pꝛemiſſes, as they tender 
Our pleaſure, and will auold Our heauy Indignatton and dilplealure loꝛ the tontrarte.
